From  the  ancient  place  of  Lecce,  Italy,  came  a boy  whose 
voice  is  the  most  likely  to  succeed  that  of  Enrico  Caruso,  his 
countryman  s.  That  boy  is  today  the  world’s  outstanding-  lyric 
tenor,  Tito  Schipa,  who  sings  in  the  Provo  tabernacle  at  8 p.m. 
before  the  Brigham  Young  university-Community  Concert  as- 
sociation. 

Though  the  old  walls  of  his  na-^. 


tive  town  still  guard  its  drowsing 
peace,  Schipa  has  been  wandering 
about  the  world  down  the  highways 
and  byways  of  song  from  florid 
arias  to  flashing  folksongs.  The 
quaint  little  town,  with  its  mellow- 
ed buildings  and-  crooked  streets, 
dreams  through  the  days  that  melt 
into  nights  and  into  days  again.  To 
say  that  Lecce  is  proud  of  Tito  is 
to  suppose  that  Lecce  awakes  now 
and  then.

From  his  21  years  before  the 
American  public  the  gratifying 
beauty  of  his  voice  has  built  for 
Schipa  the  reputation  of  the  world’s 
most  beloved  tenor.  His  voice,  rich 
in  velvet  quality,  flexible,  agile,  and 
rich,  makes  even  the  most  trivial 
of  his  offerings  veiled  and  esthetic 
satisfaction  to  the  listener.

In  many 
cases  he  was  the  highest  official 
present;  no  one  could  sit  down  or 
eat  until  he  gave  the  signal. 

“The  Persian  language,”  he  said, 
“is  much  older  than  English,  yet  it 
is  as  easy  to  read  1000  year  old  Per- 
sian writing  as  it  is  modern.”  To 
him  it  is  the  most  musical  lan- 
guage he  knows.

A girl  student  entered  the  school 
medical  office  and  fainted.  Exam- 
ination revealed  a dangerously  in- 
fected appendix*  She  was  taken  to 
the  hospital  at  once,  only  to  be  in- 
formed that  $25  in  cash  must  be 
paid  before  surgeons  could  oper- 
ate. With  parents  and  friends  hun- 
dreds of  miles  away  and  with  vir- 


desperate  situation.  Finally,  how- 
ever, a financial  angel,  in  the  per- 
son of  a certain  well-known  school 
nurse,  came  to  her  rescue  with 
money  of  her  own.  The  operation 
was  performed  and  the  girl  was 
saved.

Tests  re- 
vealed 19,000  white  corpuscles  in 
his  system,  a mark  4,000  above  the 
danger  point.  When  instructed  that 
he  should  be  operated  upon  imme- 
diately he  confessed  lack  of  money 
and  announced  his  determination  to 
wait  to  see  if  his  condition  improv- 
ed. yF°rtu<nately,  when  the  blood 
count  reached  the  suicidal  figure  of 
20,000,  the  necessary  funds  were 


was  averted. 

The  above  are  two  of  many  sim- 
ilar cases  occuring  each  quarter, 
though  not  all  endinng  so  happily. 
During  the  Fall  quarter  eight  stu- 
dents received  appendectomies  at 
am  average  cost  of  $150  to  $200. 
Two  of  these  were  obliged  to  leave 
school  because  of  this  financial  bur- 
den. Nearly  every  quarter  takes  its 
toll  of  sick  or  injured,  who  are  re- 
quired to  drop  out  because  of  medi- 
cal costs.  Many  of  these  could  be 
averted  with  medical  examination 
and  correction  at  an  early  stage. 

The  proposed  group  medicine 
plan,  offering,  as  it  does,  security 
and  early  treatment  to  all,  undoubt- 
edly will  go  far  toward  correcting 
this  undesirable  situation.
